The formation of a joint 
stock company, and, the procural of 
ample capital, commouly constitute 
the next step. It is at this stage, wren 
passing out of the clipysalis state, so 
to speak, that the tenure under which 
prospecting was: done, ceases to be 
longer applicable. Capital must be 
raised in Englatid or in California. To 
ask capitalists ‘@t a distance to invest 
their mouey in property held by u te- 
nure so brittle and uncertain as that 
upon which placer diggings are held 
would only be to invite ridicule. Fan- 
ey a capitalist, thousands of miles 
away from the scene of operations 
riskiug bis money in property that 
would be liable to be “jamped” on the 
most trivial omission, negligence, or 
accident, or, indeed, through the dis- 
honest connivance of an agent! In 
‘truth the thing. is absurd. At the 
stago which we have indicated tho dis- 
coverer or company should ‘be ina 
position to obtain a lease from the 
‘Government for a long term of years, 
securing to the party the mive and 
whatever land might be uccessary, by 
=tenure and upon conditivns uf such 
a stable atid liberal character us 
would “inspire | confidence’ ili tlie 
minds of capitalists at'a distance. 
We do not mean to say that there 
should be # total absence of cov nants 
aud penalties on the side of ihe lessee. 


There undoubtedly should be a fair | + 


and reasonable guarantee required by 
the Government that parties holding 
valuable or supposed valuable miner- 
al lands would produce reasonable de 
velopment. But the greatest care 
should be taken)to guard against im- 
posing conditions and penalties calcu- 
lated in their very nature to deter dis- 
tant capitalists from investing. ,Com- 
monly the amount of expenditare nec- 
essary to bringing a vein out of what 
we have termed the chrysalis state af- 
fords of itself a tolesably good yguar- 
antee for reasonable working. .In a 
matter involving such large interests 
would it not be well that an outline of 
the new measure should be made pub- 
lic as soon as possible? Without be- 
ing in the least aware of who may be 
intrusted with the important and on- 
orous task of preparing the measure, 
we might ventare to sugyest that, by 
making the principal provisions pub- 
lie now and inviting discussion, much 
practical thought and valuable exper- 
ience might be brought to bear upon 
the subject.
